The 
book of Hebrews is a series of con- 
trasts between the good things of the 
Old Testament dispensation and the 
“Church in the wilderness,” and the 
better things of the New Testament 
dispensation and the church that Je- 
sus said He would build, and did build. 
Therefore the keyword of the epistle 





‘is “better.” Christ was made so much 


“better than the angels.” Heb. 1:4. He 
is a “better” High Priest than they 
who were ordained of men. Heb. 5:1- 
ae; 7:2h. 


His blood speaks “better” things 
than that of righteous Abel, who was 
the first martyr for righteousness’ 
sake. Heb. 12:24. He is worthy of more 
glory than Moses.

companion in labours, his fellow- 
soldier, and the messengers of the 
church at Philippi. We can readily 
see that Paul recognized Epaphrodi- 
tus as. being a wonderful man of God, 
and when he returned to Philippi, 
Paul took special care in sending him. 
He requested that they receive him in 
the Lord. Paul thought this wonderful 
man of God worthy of carrying the in- 
spired epistle to the Philippians. Was 
this wonderful man immune to sick- 
ness? No, Paul wrote to the Philip 
pian brethren that he had been sick 
nigh unto death. His sickness lasted 
for quite a while, for he was sick long 
enough for the Philippian church to 
hear about it, then get word back to 
him. It must have taken sevaral 
months for the news to travel both 
ways since they had no fast mail, 
telephone or telegraph. Yes this good 
man had been real sick nigh unto 
death, but Paul never once intimated 
that he had backslidden, but Kepi 
praying for him until the Lord final- 
ly healed him, then Paul was very 
careful with him, lest he shoule take 
a backset. 

This go0d man contracted sickness 
while in Rome ministering tc Paul 
who was in prison. Satan is liable to 
uttack any child of God at any time 
if God permits, as in Job’s case. 
Job Could not Hide His Suffering 

Poor old Job was a perfect and up- 
right man, but Satan touched him and 
caused him to break out with sore 
boils. Job certainly knew that the 
boils were on him, because the Word 
says that they were sore boils, they 
bothered him so much that he took 
a broken piece of pot and scraped 
himself. His friends saw that his 
grief was great, they sat down and 
did not speak to him for seven days 
and nights. The Hebrew word for 
grief in this instance is “kaab” whici 
meéans pain, therefore his friends saw 
that his pain was great. He was suf- 
fering real agonies under the hard of 
he enemy, everyone could see that 
he was in pain. 

Brother, do you claim to be more 
favored in God’s sight than Job, Peter, 
Epaphroditus or Paul? Paul said that 
he gloried in such trials. 

Why are we to be harrassed with de- 
mons of sickness and other trials? 
Here it is, Paul said that he gloried 
in them because they worked for him 
a far more eternal weight of glory. 
This is why the saints of God are to be 
tried, God wants them to obtain the 
best, Suffering always brings a more 
mellow spirit and draws us closer to 
God. 

Paul had another compainion who 
was a Gentile that so loved the Lord 
that he was willing to suffer with 
Paul for the sake of the gospel. He 
made some long journeys with Paul 
but alas while at Miletus he took sick 
and was not able to continue with Paul 
on his journey. Was he backslidden? 
No it was only a trial, and the trial 
became more severe when Paul for 
the gospel’s sake had to bid farewell 
to him and leave him in a weakened 
and sickened condition, back at Mile- 
tus. 

This shows that the true saints of 
God in the early days of this gospel 
dispensation were subject to pain and 
sickness. I am sure that humanity is 
the same, the devil is the same, also 
God is the same as in former days, 
then if you should become afflicted in 
sickness do not think that you have 
backslidden, but examine your life 
then know that your sickness is for 
the glory of God to either show His 
power in healing or else to draw you 
to some deeper exeperience in Him. 

A Modern Day Experience 

Five or six months after I had re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost baptism into 
my life I began to have some severe 
trials. At first I felt that I would 
never have any more serious trials, 
and even made the expression pub- 
licly. I thought I had faith for most 
anything, I also was earnestly pray- 
ing, endeavoring to go deeper into 
God. I little knew how God would 
bring it about. Almost suddenly I 
took a pain in my back. I called for 
about three ministers to come and 
pray for me. I felt sure that God 
would heal me but He did not. (Re- 
member that I was fresh and new in 
the way and was not retrograding 
but rather reaching to higher heights) 
I grew worse, the rheumatism went 
to my shoulders and arms that same 
night, also by daylight next morning 
I could hardly walk. My wife took me 
over to Brother McLain’s, in a buggy, 
I was still growing worse, by this 
time I could not get into the house 
without help. I was almost crying 
with pain. I lay in bed for two weeks 
suffering untold agonies. Did Satan 
for one moment make me believe that 
I had backslidden? No sir he did not, 
but the experience I received has 
been one of untold value to me. It 
made me know something more of the 
working of unclean spirits that often 
prey upon our bodies, also it made me 
know something more of the power 
of God to cast them out. My suffer- 
ing not only strengthened my faith 
in God for deliverance, but it was a 
great blessing and uplift to Brother 
McLain and others on’ the line of 
divine healing. Brother McLain fast- 
ed a great deal for my,deliverance and 
at last God gave him power to cast 
the unclean spirit out, then I was 
healed.

The Bible Proven as 
Divinely Inspired 


Taking as the basis of the first of 
4 series of articles on this subject, the 
‘ast twelve verses of the sixteenth 
chapter of the gospel by St. Mark, let 
us note the marvelous working of the 
Holy Spirit. 


In these last days of apostacy and 
deubt, days of higher. criticism, 
(which is lower infidelism), it is in- 
deed most precious to know that God 
has left no door open for the entry of 
the devil for the purpose of destroying 
His Word. He has rather so revealed 
Himself that the wayfaring man can, 
through Spirit-inspired teachers, evan- 
gelists and pastors, be firmly estab- 
lished as to the fact of the Bible really 
being the revelation of God to the hu- 
man race. 

The verses mentioned have been 
much disputed by so-called higher 
critics and have by them been re 
jected as a forgery, due to its con- 
tents with regard to the speaking 
with tongues, healing of the sick, 
picking up serpents, etc. 

While figures, or rather numbers, 
are esnecially a product of the natural 
realm, yet thanks be uuto God, He 
has utilized them in such a manner 
as to refute all the testimony of in- 
fidels, higher critics, etc., as we will 
notice in respect to the verses herein 
dealt with. 

The number “seven” in the Word 
is the number of completeness or per- 
fection. This so-called forgery con- 
tains no less than sixty features of 
sevens, Hallelujah! It has one hun- 
dred and seventy-five words, or twen- 
ty-five sevens. Its vocabulary consists 
of ninety-eight words or two sevens 
of sevens, with five hundred and fifty- 
three letters or seventy-nine sevens 
and one hundred thirty-three forms 
or nineteen sevens, It contains 
one word, deadly, or in the Greek, 
Thanasimos, meaning poisonous, 
which appears nowhere else in the 
New Testament. The passage in which 
it appears has six features of sevens. 
In the English Version we find the 
word “deadly” used also in James 
3:8, but the Greek word used is 
Thanatephoros, or death-bearing, 
again in Revelation 13:12, but here 
the Spirit used the Greek word, Than- 
atos, meaning death. The word Than- 
asimos, or deadly, as used in Mark 
16:18 has a numerical value in Greek 
of five hundred eighty-one, or eighty- 
three sevens. The letters ending its 
four syllables have a numerical value 
of four hundred ninety or seven times 
seventy, or expressed otherwise, seven 
times seven times five times two, a 
multiple of sevens. The sum of its 
factors is twenty-one or three sevens. 
We find in the Greek re this section 
of the Word, that its vocabulary is 
proceeded by forty-two words or six 
sevens and that its own vocabulary 
has one hundred twenty-six words or 
seven times six, times three. 

No man or body of men could have 
put together this most marvelous 
combination of words and _ letters, 
which in their place present a revela- 
tion which the brain of man could not 
formulate in its most efficient state. 
These marvelous manifestations of 
mathematically proven truths, leaves 
no room for the atheists, infidels or 
higher crities to find any other than 
the most flimsy argument and shaky 
foundation upon which to build. Hal- 
lelujah! Onee again beloved; let us 
give thanks unto God for the Divine 
wisdom which inspired the written 
Word and for the Living Word, Christ 
Jesus, who made the written Word a 
possibility.—P. F. Barnewall.

It may seem a little strange 
to see Saul as he leaves his home, go- 
ing in search of his father’s mules, 
traveling thru some two or _ three 
countries, being away from home at 
night, thinking he was going to have 
to return home and tell the father 
that he had failed to find the mules 
and see the frown of disappointment 
upon his father’s face, worrying over 
the loss of the mules, but all at once 
we see Saul as he thinks over what 
the servant said to him, and starts 
out thru the city to find the seer to 
inquire of him as ta where the bur- 
den bearers were. The Lord always 
knows what a fellow is looking for

But let’s go on and iearn all we can 
#bout Saul’s conversion. First we see 
him as he meets Samuel and Samuel 
invites him into dine with him for he 
sees that he is the very fellow for the 
job. They dined together and no doubt 
Saul felt good when old Brother 
Samuel told him not to worry aboui 
the mules, and on the day following 
would reveal to him his future wel- 
fare, or destruction. So it is with a 
real God-called, God-sent, Holy Ghost 
filled preacher, if we will wait on God. 
No wonder that Saul was feeling good 
—up in a high seat, sitting beside 
God’s anointed. Next we see him as 
he receives his anointing, he got 
word about the mules.

for every man, judging from His own 
words in that trying hour when He 
cried out with a loud voice, Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? that is to say, My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me? Matt. 27:46. And when He had 
cried again with a loud voice, yielded 
up the ghost. And, behold, the veil of 
the temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom; and the earth 
did quake, and the rocks rent. Matt. 
27:50, 51. The veil that rent in twain 
was the veil in the holy temple that 
separated the Holy Place from the 
Holiest of Holies. The priest under 
the law, went any time in the Holy 
Place, but only omce each year into 
the Holiest of Holies with blood, to of- 
fer for himself and the sins of the peo- 
ple. When Jesus was offered up and 
shed His blood, obtaining eterna! re- 
demption, the tabernacle worship was 
of no more effect, neither was it any 
longer God’s plan of redeeming the 
souls of men, therefore, as the new 
atonement was completed, the veil of 
the old place of sacrifice split wiae 
open, straight through the middle, 
showing that God recognized the do- 
ing away with the old form of reli- 
gion and the establishment of the sec- 
ond, and the last words of the dying 
Lamb, were, “It is finished,” which 
meant, that our redemption that had 
been sought was now perfected. 

From a natural view, it seems 
strange indeed that the veil which the 
high priest went behind once each 
year to offer sacrifice for the sins of 
the people, would have split on this 
occasion, but it showed the fulfillment 
of the law of Moses, and the establish- 
ment of a new covenant, dedicated by 
the blood of the Lamb of God. The 
sunlight of Glory had shone so bright- 
ly that the shadows of good things to 
come faded away, and we were made 
to see not shadows, but the perfect 
thing. Lo, I come to do thy will, oh 
God. He taketh away the first, that he 
May establish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all, showing that not 
only the forgiveness of sins was made 
possible unto every nation, tongue and 
language, but sanctification also. 1 
Cor. 1:30. Yet many of the priests 
who ministered under the law would 
not recognize the new offering and 
Plan of redemption, but stood daily 
ministering and offering the same 
sacrifice that could never take away 
sin, But this man, Christ Jesus, after 
offering one sacrifice for sin for ever, 
sat down at the right hand of God, 
from henceforth expecting till his en- 
emy be made His foot stool. For by 
one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified, whereof 
the Holy Ghost is also witness to us. 
Heb, 10:9, 15. 

In this offering He perfected our 
sanctification, and the Holy Ghost 
witnessed to it, and then He ascend- 
ed on high and sat down at the right 
hand of power to be our merciful and 
faithful high priest, to officiate in 
things pertaining to us and God, mak- 
ihg reconciliation for the sins of the 
people.

The Builder Hath 
More Honor Than 
The House 


(Continued from page one) 
Peter 1:17-19. The voice they heard in 
the holy mount was the one that said, 
“This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased; hear ye him.” Matt. 
17:5. ’ 

So it is evident that God hath spok- 
en by His Son te be heard. In the 
second chapter 6f Hebrews, the writer 
shows the importance of giving heed 
to the things which were spoken by 
the Lord himself and was confirmed 
dnto us by them that heard Him. To 
let them slip, is to neglect salvation 
which is proof that there is no salva- 
tion in those who refuse to give heed 
to the things God hath spoken by His 
Son. Heb. 2:1-4. 

In the text, which is the beginning 
of the third chapter, the writer shows 
the importance of considering Him by 
whom God hath spoken. He shows 
that Christ is the author and finisher 
of our profession and therefore should 
have our consideration. He shows al- 
so that Christ hath builded an house, 
but as builder of the house, He has 
more honour than the house and in- 
stead of giving honor to the house, 
it should be given to the builder, 

The next thought presented to the 
mind at this point, would, of course, 
be the question, what ts the house that 
Christ hath builded? But this question 
was answered by the Lord Himself 
when He said, “Upon this rock I will 
build my church.” Matt. 16:18. True 
it is that the house which Christ hath 
builded and is referred*to in the text, 
was His church. In Paul’s letter to 
Timothy we find the following truth 
concerning the house of God and the 
Church of God being the same: “But 
if I tarry long, that thou mayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave 
thyself in the hous of God, which is 
the church of the living God, the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth.” 1 Tim. 
3:15. 

Now as God’s house and His church 
is one and the selfsame, and Christ 
built the church, just as He said He 
would, it is evident that the house He 
built is His church. So it will not 
change the meaning of the text in the 
least degree to say, “He who hath 
builded the church, hath more honor 
than the church,” or that “Christ as 
a son over His own church, whose 
church are we, if we hold fast the 
canfidence and the rejoicing of the 
hope firm unto the end.” The word 
“if” in the text shows the “we” refer- 
red to, must hold fast the confidence 
if they prove to be the house that 
Jesus built. The “we” that on the con- 
ditions stated in the text proves to 
be the house or Church of God that 
Christ built, is the “holy brethren, 
partakers of the heavenly calling” 
that the writer addressed, classing 
himself with the same. The text shows 
very plainly who it is that composes 
the house or Church of God and that 
they are the church on the condition 
that they hold fast the confidence 
firm unto the end. By going a little 
further in the same chapter, it is al- 
so shown what the confidence is that 
we must hold fast in order to be the 
Church of God. “Wherefore as_ the 
Holy Ghost saith,” today if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation, in the day of 
temptation in the wilderness: When 
your fathers tempted me, proved me 
and saw my works forty years,” etc. 
Here the writer is citing the “holy 
brethren” or Church or God, to the 
church in the wilderness, when they 
failed to have confidence in what God 
had said about bringing them into 
the land of Canaan and driving their 
enemies out before them. 


The failure to put confidence in 
what God had said, provoked Him to 
anger and He swore in His wrath, 
that they should not enter the prom- 
ised land; so they died in the wilder- 
ness and God raised up another gen- 
eration in which to fulfill His Word. 
The writer in relating what took place 
with the church in the wilderness, 
throws out a warning to the church 
today in the following words: “Take 
heed, brethren (holy brethren, house 
or Church of God) lest there be in 
any of you an evil heart of unbelief, 
in departing from the living God.” 
The analogy shows that the writer, in 
his message, is warning the church to 
take heed to the things which God 
hath in these last days (church age), 
spoken unto us by His Son, lest we let 
them slip and fail as the church in 
the wilderness did. It is as clear as 
the noon day sun, that the confidence 
that we must hold fast, if we prove 
that we are the Church of God, is con- 
fidence in what Christ hath said con- 
cerning His church. 

“Wherefore as the Holy Ghost saith, 
Today (in this, the ehurch age) if ye 
will hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts as in the provocation.” The 
only manner in which God hath spok- 
en in this age is by His Son, who 
said, “Upon this rock I will build my 
church and the gates of hell shall not 
Prevail against it.” The church is not

built on man’s work, for if it were, 
it would fail as man does. It was not 
built on the apostles or it would have 
failed when their lives were snipped 
out by the enemy of the church. Nay, 
but the church is built on Christ, “the 
chief corner stone,’ the sure founda- 
tion, who, even though He was put 
to death in the flesh, rose the third 
day in defiance of the “gates of hell,” 
and became the head over all things 
to the church, Eph, 1:20-22. 


To complain and worry about the 
church failing, is either a sign of ig- 
norance of what God hath spoken by 
His Son, or little confidence in the 
New Testament Scripture, and will 
bring God’s displeasure upon those 
who do so. If I belonged to something 
that I had to live in fear about, I 
would want to get out as quickly as 
possible for I would know that it was 
a man-made affair and not the church 
that Christ built, that even the pow- 
ers of hell cannot prevail against. It 
is true that men try to build what 
they call the Church of God and they 
fail as often as they try, but the 
church that Christ built has never 
failed. Man in his weakness, wants to 
build the church, and endeavors to 
do so despite the fact that Jesus said, 
“I will build my church.” When Peter 
was with the Lord in the holy mount, 
and saw His glory, He wanted to 
build three tabernacles, but his zeal 
proved to be contrary to the divine 
will of God, when He spoke from 
Heaven and said, “This is my Son, 
hear ye him.” What God wanted Peter 
to do, was to leave off his building 
program and hear Him who said, “I 
will build.’”” Men in their religious 
zeal make terrible mistakes when they 
try to take God’s building program 
into their own hands and do not con- 
form to the church that Christ built 
with the New Testament as its only 
rule of faith and practice. 


Men may build a church and have 
plenty of rules and regulations and 
a great following, put the church that 
man builds is not the one that Christ 
said He would build, and did build, 
giving His Word to it for a law book. 
The New Testament is God’s Word as 
spoken by His Son, and is the law 
book for His church, therefore all 
other laws are the works of men and 
have no connection with the Church 
of God and must fail as man fails. 
The church needs nothing to strength- 
en it but the Word of God as spoken 
by His Son. It needs no title of secur- 
ity other than the Word of Him who 
said, “The gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it.” It needs nothing to 
cleanse it, but the washing of water 
by the Word for which Jesus gave 
Himself that He might cleanse it with 
the same. Eph. 5:25, 26. In fact, there 
is nothing to be added to the Church 
of God that would make it more com- 
plete, and it is absolutely impossible 
for man to take out of it anything that 
God has set in it, so it stands as a 
masterpiece of Christ’s work despite 
the efforts of men and devils to re- 
arrange or destroy it. 


Let us ever remember that no peo- 
ple have a right to boast of being the 
Church of God, only in the language 
given in the text, “Whose house are 
we IF we hold fast the confidence and 
the rejoicing of the hope firm unto 
the end.” Let us therefore give the 
more earnest heed to the things which 
God hath spoken unto us by His Son 
lest we let them slip and lose our 
confidence in these days when Christ 
is about to present His church unto 
Himself. Let us also remember that 
He who hath builded the church, hath 
more honor than the church, and if 
we as the Church of God, give honor 
to it, we will be found honoring our- 
selves instead of Christ the builder. 
To give praise and honor to the 
Church of God instead of honoring 
Him who built it, will show thet w2 
are egotistic and unwise, therefore we 
should not do it. “For we dare not 
mzke ourselves of the number, or 
compare ourselves with some that 
commend themselves: But they meas- 
uring themselves by themseive; and 
comparing themselves among them- 
selves, are not wise.” 2 Cor. 10:12.

Fourth, the gateway of the hands.

So dear saints, let 
us be careful what we look at, what 
we listen at, what we say, what our 
hands handle and where our feet take 
us.
